Saskatchewan will have a heavy 
crop of coarse grains and roughage 
this fail, says a press bulletin issued 
by the Department of Agriculture at 
Regina. Saak. What are we going to 
do with it? The greatest authori¬ 
ties In the livestock world today agree 
that the beef shortage is serious. 
This sho'tage Is Increasing, not only 
In Canada, but throughout the whole 
continent of North America. The 
average price of beef cattle ’Sr Winni¬ 
peg for the year ending August lat, 
has been over 6 1-4' cents per pound. 
What bettej- Indication have we of a 
steady future demand. No elaborate 
stabling is needed for the work. Cattle 
will thrive in straw covered sheds, 
will clean up the stubble, will utilize 
roughage and convert It Into a profit¬ 
able product. Stock cattle are 
scarce and will be scarcer after No¬ 
vember 1st. Keep your calves and 
young Stock, especially females, for 
you cannot replace them. Buy a 
fe _” f f . e dur8 for 1 t- s Winter- Where 
possible select big, smooth growthy 
animals with largo heart girth and 
heavy hind quarters, and do It now.

PRAIRIE PROVINCES ARE CRY- 
* INC OUT FOR MORE HELP 


TAXPAYERS BIEL HEAVY 


It la Greatly Feared That the Supply 
of Men from the Eaet will not Meet 
the Demand for Labor Required to 
Gamer the Big Weetern Crop This 
Year 

Winnipeg. 4 —The men are not arriv¬ 
ing in cufflcient number*, and more 
belp Is urgently needed throughout 
the west, said a, prominent C.P.R. 
officer when diacuastng the movement 
of the harvest hands from the east 
to the prairie provinces. 

The first excursion which we ran 
from the maritime provinces, he con¬ 
tinued. was heavier than last year, 
but the second from eastern Ontario j 
was rather disappointing. The result 
has been that the number that hae 
arrived already Is about 7.000. which 
Is approximately the same as last year. 

When the conference between the 
provincial government and the rail¬ 
way compan” was held a few weeks 
ago, the former . estimated their re¬ 
quirements at 57,000,' and decided to ■ 
advertise for that namher in the east. 
It was not expected that the amount 
would' be obtained* hut at least 35,000 
was hoped for. 

Already Saskatchewan Sas received 
4,008 of those who have passed 
through, wh'le the balance have either j 
remained in-Manitoba or gene through 
to Alberta. Unfortunately quite a 
large percentage of those who have 
taken advantage of the excursions 
have no Intention of working In the 
hgyvest fields, but have merely come 
west for divers reasons of their own. 

Contrary to the expectation of many 
there has only been one complaint 
against the Increased rate of half a 
tent a mile to points west of Winnipeg; 
The men have known what to expect 
on their arrival here, and they havo 
come In with their minds made up 
us to wherp they intend going. Be 
tween them they represeat a consid¬ 
erable sups of money. Many of them 
possess wads composed of hundreds 
of dollars and very few have barely 
sufficient to carry them to their Jour¬ 
ney’s end. 

In addition to the genuine harvest¬ 
ers, the majority of these immigrants 
who have arrived in the city during 
Ahe past two weeks have been ticket¬ 
ed out to districts where It has been 
known that they . could immediately 
obtain employment in tbe harvest 
fields. The provincial government 
representatives Bay that they have 
sent out quite a large number of new¬ 
ly-arrived trans-ocean passengers. 
The fact that they have had little or 
ct> experience makes no difference be¬ 
cause the farmers are willing to take 
them so long as they will get out and 
work. Most of them have been in¬ 
duced to go by the high wages. They 
have been accustomed to working In 
England for about $4 per week, and 
when they can get from $2 to’ $3 a 
-day they think their fortune Is made, 
ft was stated that the west would ben¬ 
efit great'y from the rush of harvest¬ 
ers as In the past It had been equal 
for at least one-third of the number 
to remain permanently In the prairie 
provinces. 

Conditions in the West , 
Ottawa.i—R. S. Lake, of the Public 
Service Commission, who has been 
making a tour of the West, has been 
probing into the question of the high 
cost of living and the salaries of post 
office and other officials. 

Post office employees now gqt an 
allowance for the higher cost of liv¬ 
ing in the West, but they claim it 
fa not sufficient and are asking for 
an increase “ -, 

A number Of petitions have recently 
been received.by the Government and 
Mr. Lake is making an Investigation 
and will report to the Government. 


Investigate Sheep Induetry

Meltouine. — The announcement 
by the federal Labor government of 
the details of tu maternity grant 
scheme—or "baby bouus," as It. la 
termed—Las 'set Australia discuss¬ 
ing the llm'ts of social subsidies from 
a new standpoint. 

Tbe popularity of the plan under 
which every ueedy mother la to re 
ceive $26 on the registration of a 
newly bom child is undoubted. 

It is fiercely denounced by Fusion 
politicians as a low-down bribe to the 
women and as a kind of cet-off to 
tne Labor party's abolition of postal 
voting. . But thoughtful Liberal lead¬ 
ers like Mr. fteakin do not take ibis 
line; they recognise the Justice of 
some aid :i t^e maternity period of 
tbe life of a woman whose husband 
is so poor as to be unable to give her 
essential comforts. It is an open 
secret that loug before the Labor 
nplfiistry'j announcement several lead¬ 
ing Liberal were quietly feeling their 
way toward a workable scheme. 

Liberal Alternative 

As it is, a 4 least one Liberal organ¬ 
ization hac made^ubllc Its Ideas con¬ 
cerning at alternative. Only this 
week at. tbe second annual confer¬ 
ence of the Tasmanian Liberal League 
at which 12 '' delegatee were present, 
it was unan'mously agreed that a 
rtgte fund be established for the re¬ 
lief of poor widows left with yqung 
children. Gradually tbe principle of 
state aid Is being conceded, and the 
discussion in converging on safe¬ 
guards from fraud and questions of 
thrift contributions, and, above all, of 
cost. 

The Australian taxpayer Is alarmed 
at the prospective cost of tbe fulfill¬ 
ment of Laboi's dreams. The La¬ 
bor party hrs turned IU back on the 
Germ, n and Lloyd Geo-ge social In¬ 
surance systems because they Involve 
personal contributions. All Its own 
schemes are free doles from the treas¬ 
ury—extensions o' the Invalid and old 
age pension systems. Public men 
outside thi Labor ranks are,, there¬ 
fore, vigorously sounding a warning 
note. A few daye ago, stepping 
straight froo the atate Into the fed¬ 
eral arena, the new premier of Vic¬ 
toria, Mr.- Watt, delivered a speech 
t» which th's note rang from end to 
end of a vigorous deliverance. 

Heavy Bill for Taxpayers 

Mr. Watt's thgme centered In a re¬ 
markable calculation of thi? financial 
effects of th<- "granvs system," as sup 
plied to the pockets of the 1,940.000 
oread-winners of Australia. His cal¬ 
culation was based on vpry low 
charges for the keeping and feeding 
of children, - and was not extravagant 
In other details. Yet, when he had 
finished, the “grants system" pro¬ 
duced a Mi: of nearly $85,000,000 a 
/ear for the taxpayer to pay—and 
this without the "baby bonus.' 

The widespread circulation of these 
figures is having a marked Influence 
on electors, and unless they can be 
broken down Ay detailed analysis, they 
will have * material effect on the 
next federal elections, when-the Lobor 
party will asjt for-a further lease of 
power. 

Liberals will meet the situation 
with an ■‘daptatlon to Australian con- 
cltlons cf the Imperial parliament’s 
great insurance act, 


FOR MEAN 8 OF IDENTIFICATION 

Government Now Require Contractors 
to Keep Record of all Men 

Ottawa.—A circular has been issued 
recently by the Department of Labor 
and sent to various railroad contract¬ 
ors on Government work. 

The circular contains certain regu¬ 
lation's to protect men employed on 
such work, and it requires that all 
contractors, sub-contractors and other 
employers of labor shall keep a com 
plete record of names, nationalities, 
place of birth and latest addresB in 
Canada, together with home address 
and name and local address of nearest 
relatives, of employees. 

In the past such record has not 
been kept, and as a result many for¬ 
eign laborers, with families at home 
in case of death by explosions or 
other accidents, have been buried un¬ 
identified. 

Inquiry from waiting relatives at 
home In many cases, has been futile, 
Under the new regulations the names 
and addresses, etc., will be forward 
ed to the Department of Labor for 
reference In case of death., - 


EMPEROR REWARDS AVIATOR 

Gives Him $5,000 In Order to En¬ 
able Him to Wed 
Vienna.—The Australn emperor 
has presented Lieutenant von Bla- 
schke, the military aviator, with 
$5,000, in order to enable him to 
marry the woman of his choice. Lieu¬ 
tenant von Blaschke, who recently 
made a world’s record by ascending 
over 13.000 feqt with a passenger In 
hiq aeroplane, has been engaged to 
a Frauleln von CsakayJor some time, 
but she did not pdssess the $12,500 
dowry necessary under the regulation 
for ap Austrian lieutenant's bride. 

The lieutenant has, however, recent¬ 
ly made $7,600 himself toward this 
sum from prizes .In flying competl- 
tipns, and In recognition of his bril¬ 
liant flights, the emperor has now 
given him the balance "out of his 
private purse. 


Premier Sails on August 30 
London.—fit. Hon. R. L. Borden 
who came to t ontlon in July to discuss 
Canada's naval policy and the Pana¬ 
ma canal question, will leave England 
for Canada August 30.' The premier 
does not expect that anything will 
be done by the Canadian government 
regarding the Panama Canal blTl until 
after his return to Ottawa, and i 
after tbe measure has been finally rat¬ 
ified by the American congress. 


New Dominion $6.00 Popular 

Ottawa.—The new five dollar Do¬ 
minion banknotes are proving qul^e 
popular. 

Already eight million dollars have 
been put In circulation. Canadians 
however, are not taking much to gold 
and the circulation of thp present gold 
coinage is not nearly as brisk as was 
expected. 

The principal demand seems to 
come from British Columbia. Tbe 
Eastern provinces have thus far used 
vety little of It. and that. It Is under¬ 
stood' la 'hletiy for souvenirs and cur 
lostty.- 


Esperanto's Sliver Jubilee

Many Notables tend Messages of 

Condolence. 

London.--In the presence of all the 
Salvation Army commissioners and 
the principal officers in London at the 
Interpatlonal headquarters on Queen 
Victoria Street, General Booth's testa¬ 
ment, entrusted to the army's soli¬ 
citor twenty-two years ago. Appoint¬ 
ing the late commander-ln-chiefa son, 
Bramwell Booth, to succeed him, was 
opened- and read. 

Bramwell Booth, who has been 
chief of the staff of the Salvation Army 
since 1880, accepted the succession 
With much feeling. Following h(s 
tpeeeh was a prayer and the scriptur¬ 
al reading was followed by an impres¬ 
sive service. Mrs. Bramwell Booth 
and Mts' Booth-Helherd, and other 
well known army leaders, were among 
the participants., 

General Booth's funeral will be held 
op the afternoon of August 29 at Ab¬ 
ney Park Cemetery..: fn Stoke, New¬ 
ington, where his "wife was * bur¬ 
led . The funeral procession from 
the International headquarters, which 
will pdss through some of the princi¬ 
pal thoroughfares of the city, will start 
if noon. Many thousands of person; 
are expected to participate la tie Jug- 
eral service'for the army, which will 
be held on the preceding night at the 
great hall of Olympia, the scene of 
the international horse show ind var¬ 
ious pageants and exhibitions, which 
has been chosen for Its spaciousness. 

Several newspapers suggested that 
the general’s work entitled him to He 
In Westminster Abbey or St. Paul’s 
Cathedral where many other of the 
nation’s greatest heroes of war and 
peace are entombed, but his wish was 
to be burled beside the remains of 
his wife, and it is doubtful if the 
church authorities will make the offer 
to place the body in the cathedral. ' 

Bramwell Booth presided at the 
meeting held In the International 
headquarters. After calling on Com¬ 
missioner McKie for a prayer, the 
chief of the staff announced that he 
had called the officers together to 
hear the reading of the documents 
appointing General Booth’s successor. 
The army solicitor produced a large 
sealed envelope, which had lain In his 
safe Just twenty-two years to a day. 

It bore in the general’,* handwrwlt- 
)ng: i 

“The appointment of my successor, 
William Booth, 21st August, 1890.” 

After the envelope was passed 
around the circle of officers, Solicitor 
Ranger cut It open and read the- form¬ 
al appointment of the qhlef of the staff 
as commander-in-chlef. The solici¬ 
tor then formally asked Bramwell 
Booth If he accepted the post. The 
chief of the staff replied with deep 
emotion, accepting the appointment 
and expressing his keen sense of Jbe 
great loss that the'army had sustain¬ 
ed and added his resolution to carry 
out faithfully the new responsibilities 
cast upon him. 

King George was one of the first 
to telegraph his., condolences to the 
bereaved family. Messages also 
were received from Premier Asquith 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
other prelates, of the Church of Eng¬ 
land. the Lord Mayor of Londcrn, Sir 
Thomas B. Crosby, the Earl of Mau*h 
ai.d the F.arl of Aberdeen and a.-nr.y 
others. Including representatives''of 
the Protestant creeds and prominent 
persons of the-Jewish faith.

GETTING BIG SUPPLY OF COAL 


Efforts Being Made to Avoid Any 
Shortage of Fuel This Winter 
Port Arthur.—It there is any coal 
shortage In the west this coming sea¬ 
son It will not be the result of any 
slackening of efforts on the part of 
the officials In charge of the C.N.R. 
Coal and Oro Dock Company at Port 
Arthur, though It may to a certain ex¬ 
tent -be charged to their fallnre to 
keep pace In adding to the capacity of 
their plants In conformity with the 
enormous Increase la the population 
and consequent demand of the west. 
The plant at Port Arthur, has, with 
the exception of a strike of less than 
a week, been operating with full ca¬ 
pacity all season. This will continue 
until the end of navigation. There 
are generally three boats at the dock 
either Unloading or waiting-to be un¬ 
loaded of their cargo from the Penn¬ 
sylvania roal fields, the coal then be¬ 
ing shipped west as far as the rail¬ 
way companies can handle It. The 
proportion of their requirements the 
peopple of the west can look to Port 
Arthur for can be estimated on a very 
simple basis. The docks which are 
now filled up. will hold about *300.000 
tons. The handling plant-gives on 
the average about 7,000 tons a day 
and will do this up to December 5 
or 6 , or perhaps a week or. so later. 
Therefore, tbe coal to be unloaded 
here before the season closes added 
to that In stock, and that which may 
-be held in storage by boats which will 
come to winter h'ere, can now be es¬ 
timated at-approximately one million 
tons. 


LAKE RATES NOT ABNORMAL 


Any Blockade, It Is Feared by Ship¬ 
pers Wlli be at Other End 

Fort William.—That the rates down 
the lakes for grain this season will 
not be In any way abnormal is the 
statement made by the leading grain 
shippers here. The fact that two 
and one-half cents Is being asked for 
October shipments is by no means ex¬ 
traordinary; 

There is no doubt that the rate will 
go to 3 cents and in November will 
probably, as In other years, reach 
four. * ’ , _ 

In December six or seven cents is 
usually paid. Nor Is a blockade at 
the head of the Lakes feared so much 
as a blockade at the other end. 

Montreal, Buffalo and the Georgian 
Bay pprts cannot handle - the grain 
that has been shipped and It Is expect¬ 
ed that the situation will grow worse 
as the season advances. - _

BIG REVENUE'FROM CHARTERS 


Receipts of Department Will Reach

Ottawa.—The tremendous and un¬ 
precedented commercial and indus¬ 
trial growth of the Dominion during 
the past few years Is eloquently por¬ 
trayed in statistics secured today, 
which show that the revenue of tbe 
department of the Secretary of State 
for four months of the fiscal year Is 
not only more than double of that 
for the corresponding period last y.>ar 
but equal to the whole 12 months re¬ 
ceipts three years ago. 

It Is expepeted that the revenue of 
the department, which Is derived from 
the tariff of fees payable for charters, 
will be clog? around $350,000 which 
Is a record amount.

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LABOR DISPUTES IN JULY 

Forty- 8 lx Reported to Department, In¬ 
crease of 28 Over ,-uly 1911 

Ottawa.—Industrial conditions were 
seriously disturbed by labor disputes 
during July, the number In existence 
in that month being considerably 
greater than the number existing dur¬ 
ing June. 

The number actually commencing 
however during July, compares fav¬ 
orably with that of the previous 
month. , 

In all, forty-six disputes were re¬ 
ported to the Department, an increase 
of nine as compared with June and 
an increase of 28 as compared with 
July, 1911. 

A termination of the garment work¬ 
ers strike occurred during July which 
caused a resumption of operations by 
more than 4,000 employees after near¬ 
ly two months of Idleness. 

Few of the disputes commencing 
during July were Individually of ser¬ 
ious consequence as factors in dis¬ 
turbing Industrial conditions.

Winnipeg, August 14.—There has 
not been much change in the wheat 
markets during the past week but 
a steadier feeling prevails. In the 
last two months there hag been a de¬ 
cline In the price of the future de¬ 
liveries In the American speculative 
markets of from 10c. to 14c. per bush¬ 
el, but there has been no such decline 
in the price of wheat for Immediate 
ceUVery. cash wheat aB It is called, 
lh fact In some markets cash wheat 
prices are fully as high as they were 
two momhs ago, and the demand for 
cash wheat Is unusually good consid¬ 
ering the time ot the year, for the 
first of the 1912 crop Is Just beginning 
to come on the markets. From the 
beginning of July up to the present 
time the weather over the American 
continent has been generally, very 
favorable for the seasonable growth 
and maturing of the grain crops. In 
the United States the harvesting of 


and wlnJ has resulted,' this applies 
especially to Germany, France and 
England. . The crop over Europe with 
the exception of Russia, ts going to 
be smaller than last- year's, with a 
good de%'. of Inferior quality. In 
America the spring wheat in. the 
United States is getting nearly out 
of danger with the exception of the 
fiorth half of North Dakota, but In 
Western Canada large damage could 
be done yet by unfavorable weather, 
the same as happened last year during 
the last half of August and September.

The American spec¬ 
ulators also see a large crop -coming 
along In our Canadian West, the yield 
of which is put at not under 200 , 000 .- 
000 bus.’ With these possibilities of 
yield they have decided apparently 
that wheat prices for the futilre de¬ 
liveries would go to a markedly low¬ 
er level, and consequently there has 
been a campaign of short selling 


of good milling wheat. We are li¬ 
able to have that touch of light frost 
that often comes In August and doe* 
damage In some localities, but If we 
get through to September without any 
frost we seem pretty safe to secure 
a fairly large crop of high average 
quality, a totally different crop from 
last year's unfortunate production, the 
iike of which we never had before. 

Our Winnipeg market has had a 
quiet trade In future deliveries on the 
option market and option prices closed 
today 44c. to 'Ac.

R«v. M, 10 (R.V.)—Commentary

Thla lesson is *. look-backward to 
the murder of John the Baptist and 
the cause of it. Tidings of th* 
mighty works done by Jesus and HI* 
followers had reached the ears of 
King Herod, and he was perplexed and 
thought that John must be risen from' 
the dead Others said: It Is Elijah, 
and still’others said: It Is one of th* 
old prophets risen again. Herod 
sa|d, "John have I' beheaded, but who 
la this of whom I hear such things?" 
(Luke lx. 7-9). It Is said that he de¬ 
sired to see Him, and when*just be¬ 
fore His crucifixion Pilate Bent Him 
to Herod, who was In Jerusalem at 
that time, It Is-^wrltten that he was- 
exceedingly glad, for he was desirous 
to see Him of a long season,-because i 
he had heard many things of Him, ! 
and he hoped to have Been some mira¬ 
cle done bv Him (Luke xxlil, 8 ). Her¬ 
od's question. "Who is this?" Is one 
of the greatest of all questions. 
We find It In Jer. xxx, 21, In connect¬ 
ion with His becoming surety-, for His 
people; In Isa. lxlll, 1, In connection 
with His coming In judgment; In 
Luke v, 21, In oonnection with Hie 
forgiving sins, and in Luke vii, 49, 
also; in Matt, xxi, 10. as He entered 
Jerusalem on the ass’ colt. Blessed

Advocates of Horticultural Training 
For Children Are i-aking Great 
Hasdway T -rouahout Canada—Sir 
William Macdonald la One ot the 
Pioneers’ of the Nawar Education 
For Boy*, and Girls. 

In Ontario during the last four nr 
five year* .a remarkable .development 
along educational lines ha* taken 
place (hat has been, little heard of 
outside the centres affected. It has 
consisted in a broadening of the pub¬ 
lic school curriculum to a wider utili¬ 
sation of that greatest education— 
Nature. The new influence has diyur 
more than expand the curriculum; it 
has burst open ^ha wall* of . tbe 
schooliiouse Ij permit of an outer 
classroom; and, accomplishing its 
purpose, it has widened the outlook 
of tbe pupils and broadened the vis¬ 
ion of the eptire community. In con¬ 
verting tbe school grounds into a 
laboratory (or scientific hut simple- 
experiments, the utility of the aver¬ 
age schools AS an educational means 
has been doubled, the usefulness of 
the teacher made twofold, and the 
final product sent into tbe world 
“twice learned." With the blackboard 
and slate a* factor* to unfold, and 
the garden and hoe as implements for 
development, the school teacher id' 
Ontario may now accomplish more 
than was formerly done /or a class. 
The idea of school gardens is as old 
as civilisation, hut its developmsnt- 
as a force jn education has been with¬ 
in the last half decade in Ontario. 

About nine years ago a department 
of nature study was established at 
tha Ontario Agricultural College, with 
a view to improving the aesthetic side 
of rural life in Ontario. Shortly 
afterwards Mr. S. B. McCreedy. pro¬ 
fessor ofnature study, was appointed 
to take charge ot the dsoartment, and 
iater he was made director of ele¬ 
mentary agricultural education. The 
Provincial Departments of Agricul¬ 
ture and Education bad awakened ter 
the possibilities of introducing prac¬ 
tical nature study into the schools 
for a fuller education of tbe rising 
generation ard the- exertion of . a 
healthy influence on the surrounding 
farming community. Prof. McCready 
is a man of untiring energy, and 
since he was placed in charge of this 
new work much progress baa been 
made. He stirred up interest among 
educationists in the province ard the 
teachers and q ij ila fn the schools 
anfl gradually they have tak*n hold 
of the work." - 

For a period reaching back scarce¬ 
ly five years the movement fof school 
gardens and the adoption of practical 
nature study in the Bohools has pro¬ 
gressed by leaps and bounds. In the 
last three year? upwards of- three 
hundred teachers have taken a course 
in elementary agricultural education 
during the summer vacation, and as 
a direct result as many schools have 
gardens and include a reasonable 
number of hours per week -for ’out¬ 
side work on the time-table of, stu- 
d : o-. In 1909 the schools’ division of 
the Agricultural and' Experimental 
Union commenced sending seeds and 
material for experimental plot*. Thie 
move was appreciated by the teach¬ 
er: - . ’nd after two summers more than 
8.000 children had received seed pac¬ 
kets. 58 schools -had received collec¬ 
tions of forest tree seedlings, IO 
pchools had written for collections of 
fall wheat. 46 were sent collection* 
of agricultural reeds. 17 received col¬ 
lections of tree seeds. It sent order* 
lor tulip bulbs, 28 purchased weed 
seed collections, and 37 secured col¬ 
lections of hariy climbers. . 

Besides this impetus, the movement 
has the adyantage of having such 
enthusiasts as Prof. Janie* \V. Rob¬ 
ertson and Prof.'H. L. Hutt of Guelph 
enrolled in tie cause, In 1904 a 
small number of school gardens went 
into operation in each of the pro¬ 
vinces--of Ontario,- Quebec, New 
Brunswick. Nova Scotia and Prince- 
Edward Island as part ' f Sir William 
C. Macdonald’s plan for the improve¬ 
ment of Canadian schools. Prof. 
Robertson, who was chosen director 
of the Macdonald educational move¬ 
ment, selected Carleton county for 
the initiation of the work in Ontario, 
and five school garden* were estab¬ 
lished there that year. These still 
exist'in a flourishing state, and have 
had a local influence far exceeding 
even the expectations of tlie instiga-- 
to*s. Meanwhile-Prof. Hutt lias gone 
out from' the fhitario Agricultural 
.College to. hundreds of schools, vol¬ 
unteering assistance in the way of ex¬ 
pert advice, in drawing plans for more 
extensive operation*, and recommend¬ 
ing designs for flower-beds, etc. 

Apart from the gardens, tlie chil¬ 
dren of our rural school* have now, 
in a number of counties, other enter- 1 
prises calculated to promote elemen¬ 
tary agricultural education. To th» 
credit of Mr. C. F. Bailey, the new 
A* istant Deputy Mi niste r ill Agricui- 
tufe, irtmZS be said - that he 'was in 
his present position less than a week 
when he proposed an important step 
along the line of stimulating interest 
in plant life among the children- c( 
our farmers. Acting on hi* sugges¬ 
tion. announced ill the form of a cir¬ 
cular letter, a number of district 're¬ 
presentatives of the department locat¬ 
ed 111 the counties have instituted 
rural school lairs to be held- thU 
autumn. The plan is to furnish the- 
school children with seeds of the best 
approved varieties of cereals and 
vegetables, to be planted by them in¬ 
dividually in their home garden*, and 
tlie results exhibited at a fall (air to 
he held in the Schoolhuuee in Sep’, n- 
ber or October. The scheme aims at 
inculcating habits of discipline and 
accuracy in the children, as well a<t 
stimulating interest in farm lile, amt 
demonstrating to the parents arM the 
farmers of the neighborhood that bet¬ 
ter varieties, with better care, pru- 
duoe better results. --If the enterprise 
proves successful thi* summer Mr. 
Bailey looks to a general adoption ot 
the idea within a few years.—Newton 
Wylie in Tbe Saturday G|obe.

It Is caused by overfeeding on 
clover..etc., but more particularly on 
chaff, dry bran and eats Hnd bnlkv 
food, a great deni of which tins gen¬ 
erally to be eaten In order to ohigln the 
requisite |iercenfage- of -tftiMlment. 
Heaves'almost Invariably Is observed 
to exist In proportion as clover Is fed. 
and In order to confirm this statement 
It Is observed to decrease where land 
heretofore yielding clover has refused, 
to produce It In pnyfng quantities, so 
that other regimen has had to he anp- 
piled. It Is also caused hy animals 
being left In the stable for several 
days and- during this time being fed 
tbe ordinary quantity of hay which 
they would have received werAjhey m 
work. Badly saved or dust, hnp la a 
great producer of heaves.—Americas 
Cultivator.
